The Hutterlan Brethren of 
Sani Hills Colony have been 
granted the approval of the

deceptive, the safety coun- 
cil warns, Ice might look 
thick enough, yet it may be 
a trap awaiting the unwary, 
This warning applies to 
everyone - hunters, skaters, 
hikers or snowmobilers, 

The Albertasafety council 
points out that it will be 
several weeks before ice 
conditions will permit free 
travel by snowmobiles or 
other vehicles, 

In late November two 
years ago, three Ice fisher 
men died after their snow- 
mobile fell into open water 
in the middle of a lake in 
northeastern Alberta. This 
tragedy stands as a terr- 
ible reminder that even the 
lightest vehicle must have 
ice thick enough to support 
both mactiine and occupants, 

A minimum of four to six 
inches are needed before a 
snowmobile can be taken 
on to an ice surface in any 
safety. More than that is 
recommended, Wait for ice 
more than 10 inches thick 
before taking heavier vehi- 
cles on to ice, 

Wherever fast flowing 
water might undermine the 
ice, always be sure to test 
carefully with a probe bee
